Each program is described in terms of the specific type of assistance 
provided, the purpose for which it is available, who can apply for tt. and 
where to apply. The Federal offices tofontact fpr additional information 
on each program are identified. 

The catalog includes various programs, activities, and services which 
can be requested, or applied for by a State or States; territorial 
possession; county; city; other poljjical subdivision, grouping, or instru^^ 
mentality tl^ereof; any domestic profit or nonprofit ^corporation; institu- 
tion, or iridfvfdual, other than an agency of the Federal Government. 
It includes: 

• • Grants, loans, loan guarantees, scnolarships, mortage loans, insur- 
ance, and other types of financial assistance. ' 

• Provision of Federal property, facilities, equipment, goods or ser- 
vices, including the donation of surplusj^al and personal property. 

• Technical assistance, counseling, and professional training. 
The catalog does not include: 

• Benefits or assistance available only to current employees of the 
Federal Government, either civttian or military. ^ 

• Federal procurement or contracting which is normallv conducted 
through solicited corhpetitive bidding. 



HOW THE CATALOG IS ORGANIZED

seeking. Each progranpr shown on a f^ogram description page is 
kterttified by unique /fumber; e.g./1 3.430. ■ ^ 

S^eral jndexir^g tecnni^ues are ulDized. Some are based on assigned 
descriptors. Others dip^ the idea that the actual-word appearing in the 
program description is the word a user expects to find in the index. In 
addition to the indexed word, some of the context surrounding the word 
is showh so that the user may glean sorhe insight as to how the word is 
used for each given citation of a program. Program citations are given in. 
terms of the program identification number. , 

The key-w6rd indexes used for the Program Name Index and the 
Generkljndex deserve a few words of explanation. 

In the General Index, the indexed words or phrases are shown alpha- 
beticajiy iri the center of each page; to the left and right of each indexed 
word or phrale^is the context in which it appears in the program 
description. This combination of indexed word and context makes it 
easier for the user to decide which of "the many references to a giverS^ 
word is of particular interest to him. ^
